2. IGLSIAS GENERALLY AGREED WITH DEPARTMENT'S ANALYSES OF 
GUATEMALA SESSION. HE WAS PLEASED THT DEPARTMENT APPRECIATED 
HIS EFFORTS TO KEEP THE MEETING ON TRACK. HE ASKED ME, HOWEVER, 

TO DISPEL ONE MISCONCEPTION: HE HAS NO INTENTION OF EXPANDING

4. FIRST, MUCH MORE WILL BE DONE ON THE SOCIAL DIMENSIONS OF ECLA'S 
MANDATE, WITH PARTICULAR ATTENTION TO SUCH SUBJECTS AS MASS POVERTY 
AND SOCIAL PROBLEMS OE AGRICULTURE. SECOND,STAFF WILL WORK IN 
GENERAL AREA OFNORTH-SOUTH RELATIONS. IGLESIAS CITED EOUR 
SPECIFIC EXAMPLES. STAEF WOULD EXPLORE MEANS OE ENCOURAGING A 
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COOPERATIVE APPROACH BETWEEN THE DEVELOPING COUNTRIES OF THE 

REGION ON THE ONE HAND, AND THE DEVELOPED AND THE SOCIALIST 

STATES ON THE OTHER. FOR THIS PURPOSE, IT WOULD BE USEFUL TO 

MAKE A CASE STUDY OF HOW NEGOTIATIONS BETWEEN PRODUCERS AND CONSUMERS 

COULD BE FOSTERED FOR ONE TYPICAL REGIONAL COMMODITY. FURTHER ON 

THIS SUBJECT, STAFF WOULD ANALYZE TRADE PROBLEMS CREATED BY SUBSIDIES, 

ECONOMIC RELATIONS BETWEEN LATIN AMERICA AND THE EUROPEAN COMMUNITY; 

AND OBSTACLES TO LATIN AMERICAN TRADE WITH THE SOCIALIST 

COUNTRIES. 

5. THIRD AREA FOR ECLA ANALYSIS WILL BE HORIZONTAL COOPERATION: 

FOR EXAMPLE, WHAT SHOULD BE DONE TO STIMULATE CLOSER TRADE 

AND ECONOMIC RELATIONS BETWEEN LATIN AMERICA AND AFRICA. FOURTH AREA 
OF STUDY WILL BE REGIONAL INTEGRATION, PROCEEDING FROM A RE- 
EXAMINATION OF PAST EXPERIENCE IN THIS FIELD AND LOOKING AT 
POSSIBILITIES FOR PRODUCTION OF CAPITAL GOODS IN LATIN AMERICA 
ON A REGIONAL BASIS. FINALLY, ECLA STAFF WILL DEVOTE ATTENTION 
TO NEW AREAS OF ACTIVITY IN THE UN FRAMEWORK, NOTABLY WOMEN, 

HUMAN SETTLEMENTS, TRANSFER OF TECHNOLOGY, AND ENVIRONMENT. 

6. IGLESIAS IS IMPRESSED WITH THE NEED FOR AVOIDING STERILE, 
CONFRONTATIONAL RESOLUTIONS IN FUTURE MEETINGS OF ECLA AND 
SIMILAR ORGANIZATIONS WHERE NORTH-SOUTH PROBLEMS ARE DISCUSSED. 

HE WOULD ENCOURAGE A PROCEDURE ENTAILING DISCUSSIONS IN DEPTH 
LOOKING TOWARD CONSENSUS. MEETINGS OF THIS CARACTER WOULD PRODUCE 
NOT RESOLUTIONS BUT A SINGLE FINAL REPORT OUTLINING WIDEST POSSIBLE 
AREA OF AGREEMENT AND TREATING REMAINING DISAGREEMENT AREAS 
IMPARTIALLY AND DISPASSIONATELY. MEETINGS STRUCTURED IN THIS 
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FASHION, IGLESIAS BELIEVES, WILL PRODUCE RESULTS WHEN PARTICIPANTS 
HAVE BEEN EDUCATED TO ESCHEW THE DEMAGOGIC APPROACH. HE THINKS 
THIS IS HAPPENING NOW AND WOULD LIKE TO ENCOURAGE THE TREND, 

GETTING AWAY FROM SLOGANS AND CLARIFYING MISUNDERSTANDINGS. 

7. WHILE IGLESIAS MAY BE UNDULY OPTIMISTIC, WE SHOULD 
OBVIOUSLY BE SYMPATHETIC WITH HIS OBJECTIVES.
